FOOD STAMP CHANGE TOKEN REVERSES 


The token reverses shown here are those mads by Plasco of La Crosse, Wisconsin, 
According to David G. Gladfelter (see TANS Journal, Dec. 1978, p. 249) the company 
was known as Personalized Plastics until April, 1978. There sre e number of other 
stock token reverses in the Food Stamp Change collecting field, but for the pur- 
poses of this article those shown will be the topic for this piece. There are also 
other stock reverses made by this company and which were used for Food Stamp Change 
(FSC) Tokens. The major ones shown came in two languages, english and spanish, 
that I kmow of. The latter reverses were used widely in Puerto Rico as wel) as 
some of the english versions. It would be interesting to know if any spanish- 
language reverses were used in ttainland U.S. localities emong the many spanish- 
speaking communities. The study of these reverses is important becouse of their 
slmost overwhelming use ihn recent years. Inveriably these tokens in all denomine- 
tions, that is those issued by this company, were 28m in dianetar. 


Erplish Language Reverses 


The english reverse has teo varieties that I have found. Their common legend is:

The legend on reverse (a) is 23rm across. The letters are 2um tall. lieverse (b) 
is 25mm ecross and its letters are 3mm tall, Reverse (a) is the older of the two, 
and nearly all of the tokens with this reverse are well or badly worm that I have 
seen. There sean to be fewer of them, elso. Reverse (b) was issued st least as 
early as 1975 and probably earlier, Reverse (a), and I am guessing, dates beck to 
1970 or earlier. Reverse (b) also has a sub-variety with "thick” and "thin®™ letters 
but the differences are small and must be seen rather than measured in order to get 
@ sense of the differences,
